Augsbourgh, Fune 11. The Emperor, accompanied 
by the Prince Ruyal and Electoral, with the two Im pe- 
rial Princeſſes, arrived bere the Day betore Yefterday at 
Six in the Evening, with Prince Clement of Bavaria, 
and his Princefs. Their Train was very numerous, aod 
they were received under the Difcharge of ail the Artil- 
lery of the Town. The People ran in Crowds to fee 
and weicome his Imperial Majefty, who allighted at the 
Palace of the Count de Fugger-Wellenburgh in the 
Wine Market, where he was immediately compliment- 
ed by M. Wolfgang Jacob Sultzer, the eldeft of our Ma- 
giftrates, who carried the Keys of this City, and was 
received in the moft obliging manner poflible. The Fo- 
reign Minilters who have accompanied bis Imperial Ma- 
jefty hither, are che Nuncio Doria, the Count de Lau- 
trec, Minifter from his moft Chriftian Majefty; the 
Count de Montijo, Ambaffidor trom his moft Catho- 
lick Majelty ; the Count de Loos, Minifter from the 
King of Poland and Elector of Saxony; M. de Donop, 
Minifter trom the King of Sweden; Baron Bernitrorf, 
Envoy from the King of Denmark; M. Klingraff, Ple- 
nipotentiary from the King of Pruffia; and the Count 
de Pallavicini, Envoy from the State of Genoa. So that 
notwitaftanding his Diftreds, the Emperor has a very 
brillant Court here. 

Hoechjt, Fune 13. The Marthal Noailles having caufed 
all the Troops on the other Side the Rhine to pafs that 
River, advanced towards the Necker with about 60,000 
Men. The Army of the Auxiliaries immediately drew 
out on the Pidin, between Kilrerback and Reiffelfhcim, 
and remained there many Hours under Arms, on a Sup- 
pofition the French intended to have given them Battle. 
The Ardour exprefs’d by all the Troops, Auftrians, Eng- 
lifh, and Hanoverians, was not only extraordinary, but 
exceflive. But as the French did not come up, and as 
it was known that they were ftrongly reinforced, and 
had a good Train of Artillery, his Excellency the Ear! 
of Stair thought it convenient that the Forces ſhould re- 
pafs the Maine, and take pofleffion of their former Potts. 
In the mean time, he keeps continually four Bridges 
thrown over that River, and fent Exprefies to haiten 
the Artillery, and the Heffians, whofe Prefence are ab- 
folutely neceffary at this Junéture. M. Nooailles is ad- 
vanced to Gerau, which is above two Leagues from 
Darmftadt, to which City the Marthal, and moft of the 
gther Genera! Officers, are gone. We attribute this quick 
Step to a Courier’s arriving with Difpatches from his 
Court the Night before. But on the Arrival of the Ha- 
noverians and Heflians we fhall repafs the Maine again 
time enough to prevent the French trom making any 
Advances towards Bavaria. 


Extradt from a Private Letter. 


Frankfort, Fune 14. ‘ The Affair is entirely over i® 
‘ Bavaria, and [ will give you as concife an Account of it 
‘asl can, from an Officer’s Mouth, whois arrived here 
‘Exprefs. The Auftrians under Prince Charles having 
‘ pafied the Danube unexpectedly, M. Broglio aſſembled 
‘all his Troops on the Iſer, making about 20,000, and 
* retired towards Ratisbon moft precip:tately. He reached 
‘ the Neighbourhood of that City on che 8th, by three 
© forc’d Marches, which ruined his Troops. The Re- 
‘ piment of la Mark, and fourother Battalions, were left 
‘to the Mercy of the Croats, &c. 
‘ had no fooner Intelligence of this, than he too aban- 
‘doned the Mer with his Forces, and march’d as faft as 
‘he was able to Vouhbourg, a little Town on the Da- 
‘ nube berween Kelheim and Ingoldftadt, and about two 
‘ Leagues from the latter. The French joined them 
‘ there, and this occafioned a Halt at Vouhburgh to the 
‘roth. In the Grey of the Morning fome Imperial 
‘ Dragoons came galloping to the Head-Quarters, crying 
out, They are here! They are here! M. Broglio was in 
‘ prodigions Confufion, for he reckoned he had left Prince 
‘Charles two Days behind. He drew up his Troops, 
‘ however, as weil as he could, and at firft they made a 
‘ vigorous Refiftance, but at laft were beat, and forced 
‘torun. As Prince Charies and Prince Lobkowitz are 
‘ both at his Heels, he will fKarce reach Noailles with 
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any more than a few Horfe and Dragoons. The Blow
